Your Commissioners herewith present their re- 
pert, together with the reports of the Sheriff, Solicitor, 
Clerk of the Court, Jailer and Auditors, and the Su- 
perintendent, Physician and Chaplain of the County 
Farm, for the year ending December 31, 1926, and a 
statement of the financial standing of the County at 
the close of the year. 


Appropriations are made for a period of two years 
and are largely based on what expenses have been dur- 
ing the two years preceeding. We are herewith sub- 
mitting a statement of appropriations and payments 
covering the years 1925 and 1926. 


On account of the much larger number of prison- 
ers boarded at the Farm, expenses there exceeded the 
estimates. 


The salaries of the Sheriff and Solicitor were in- 
creased by the Legislature after appropriations had 
been voted. 


Court expenses during the last two years, have 
been much in excess of appropriations, largely due to 
unusual cases, as may be seen by reports of the County 
Officers herewith printed. 


A much needed operating room has been provided 
at the County Farm Hospital. This will be a direct and 
substantial saving, to the County. County matters

Your attention is called to the following extracts from 
the laws of 19038: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding his 
death shall be entitled to recover from the estate of 
such persons the sum or sums paid out fer such as- 
sistance the said claim to be a preferred claim against 
his said estate after payment of funeral charges, ex- 
pense of last sickness and expenses of administration, 
provided he leaves no widow or minor children living at 
his decease. 

CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 

“SECTION 1. No town shall be lable for the sup- 
port of any person unless he, or the person under whom 
he derives his settlement therein during the ten years 
preceding the last date of application for support pro- 
vided that no person having a settlement in any town 
in this state upon arriving at the age of seventy years 
shall lose that settlement on account of being exempt 
by law from paying a poll tax, if he still resides in said 
town.” 





ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110, Following 
SECTION 6 

SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect 


Bea ig te 
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the public against small pox, scarlet fever, diptheria 
or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, it shall be the duty of said board to assist such 
person or family while in quarantine in such manner 
as in the judgment of the board may be deemed wise 
and necessary. 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as the board’ may determine, shall be 
deemed a legitimate expenditure for the protection of 
the public health and shall be charged to the account 
of incidental expenses, but not to any indigent pauper 
account, nor shall such expenditure be construed to 
mean a public aid to the person or persons so quaran- 
tined and assisted unless such person or persons are 
already paupers as defined by the Public Statutes.

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REPORT OF COUNTY PHYSICIAN 





To the Honorable Commissioners of Grafton County: 
Gentlemen :— 


During the year 1926 we were singularly free 
from epidemics and contagious diseases. A large per- 
centage of the deaths were due directly to senility, or 
to conditions wherein old age was a contributing fac- 
tor. 

The efficiency of our institution has been greatly 
augmented by the building of an Operating Theater, 
fully equipped with up to date surgical instruments 
and appliances. Previous to this time it has been 
necessary to send all operative County charges to 
some other Hospital, because we had no operating 
room; but we are now prepared to give our patients 
the same surgical care which they would receive in 
any standardized Hospital, and with much less expen- 
se to the County. 

We regretted very much that illness made it 
necessary for Mrs. Winifred Day to resign her posi- 
tion as nurse, a position which she had filled several — 
years with marked ability. We were fortunate, how- 
ever, in securing to take her place Miss: Helen Beau- 
chaine, under whose management our patients re- 
ceive kind and efficient attention. 

The cooperation of the Commissioners, of Supt. 
and Mrs. Parker, and of Chaplain Burns, are deeply 
appreciated.
